Bear Eric : 

Thanks very much for both letters. I'll change the photo-copy as you suggested 
end will use it. I sent the diagram for the ho''ders to my tnanufacturer, and should 
have his estimate shortly. I doubt that he has the various letter sizes that you 
specified, but I asked him to return the extra copy with the sizes that he has and 
recommends for each line. We made them in clear plastic last year, but I think that 
milk white might be better, since both clear and black will show fingermarks when 
handled, but they do not show up on white. Of course the finger marks wipe off easily, 
with a damp cloth, but it's nicer if they're not seen at all. I'd also suggest a 
scored border, which I believe we had last year. The best way to handle this is to 
get the actual medals to be given, as even these precisely struck pieces can vary 
by about l/ 1000th of an inch, and we work to that tolerance. Last year we worked 
from a sample, and were lucky. Remember that these take about two weeks or so after 
the actual order is placed, and if we wait until the last minute, he may be on 
vacation. If we can’t get the actual medals early, how soon can we get a sample 
medal? Our vacation was short, but nice, and I still coiildn't shake off a cold. 

Nothing new except a shoe-box full of mail to answer.

Well, you finally got to do some numismatic vrork. Thanks. And thanks for the 
return of the Va. I like your idea of re-doing the Vas, and I think that Ted 
will go along. He's away nov7, hut is due back in a few days. I'll broach it to h 
him, and give him the copy of your letter, which I guess is what you intended. 
There is only one problem in doing this revision, and that is the plates. 

Even though we get good negatives and good prints, the process of reproduction 
that the AiJS uses does not permit examination with a glass, just too grainy. 

And with these pieces, where the differences between the dies are so minute, 
it makes identification very difficult. I would suggest that if we went ahead 
with this project, that the Al'JS publish it in the nornial manner, but also make 
available to anyone who would want to purchase k them, reprints of just that 
section along with actual photographic prints of the plates, which could either 
be bound in the reprint, or supplied separately in an envelope. As a matter of 
fact, that would be a good idea for them to do with any detailed article that they 
publish. I think that with your collection, Ted's, my stock, we should be able 
to assemble all of the varieties, and if not, I’m sure that we can borrow from 
Phil Keller.
